-- 5. A linearly flexible stent for implanting within a body vessel comprising: 

at least three turns defining a generally cylindrical body, the turns being 
generally independently expandable in the radial direction and generally, 
aligned on a common longitudinal axis; 

each of the turns other than the first and the last having two adjacent turns 
spaced in opposite axial directions 

each of the turns defining the generally cylindrical body having an undulating 
pattern of zigzags or waves, each of the turns defining a generally 
cylindrical body being ou^crf phase with the u ndulating pattern of each of 
the adjacent turns defining a generally cylindrical body; and
